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Profound changes have taken place in American photography over the past 
two decades. John Szarkowski, organizer of the exhibition Mirrors and Windows : 
American Photography Since 1960 ^ says those changes center around a movement 
from public to private concerns, and take one of two forms: either a metaphcr5-c 
**mirror** romantically expressing the photographer’s sens5.bility or a ’’window” 
giving a view of the exterior world in all its reality. 

Mirrors and Windows shows the work of 101 artists who made major 
contributions to photography in the 1960s and ’70s. It examines significant 
changes in the photographer’s place in American life and proposes a new 
critical framework for the appreciation of photography. It is an exhibition 
that has drawn record crowds in New York and one that should not be missed 
by anyone with an interest in photography or contemporary art.
